Philbrick To Recount 
“Three Lives” Today 


Herbert Philbrick, who will speak at noon today in the Little 
Theater, was one of the 16 American Communists selected 
for secret education in Soviet methods of violence for the revo- 


lutionary overthrow of the 


United States. 


But Comrade Philbrick was also 
a member of the F Mederal Bureau 
of Investigation. 


His talk today will be about his 
first-hand experience with the 
Communists and his life as a 
counterspy. It will be updated to 
include present Communist activ- 
ities. 

Considered Normal 

For nine years, from 1940 to 
1949, Mr. Philbrick was considered 
a “normal conservative business- 
man.” Very few knew him as a 
struggling member of the Com- 
munist underground. Even fewer 
knew he was a counterspy for the 
FBI. 


While Philbrick worked for the 
FBI, they guaranteed him no pro- 
tection should he be discovered. He 
was completely on his own. 


His three lives were btrought to 
an end when Philbrick’s testimony 
sent 1! top-ranking Party leaders 
to prison for violation of the Smith 
Act. 


Wrote Book 
The next year, 1950, he wrote 
his book, / Led Three Lives. The 
story was produced on television 
for three years. 
Philbrick’s exposure on televis- 
ion gave him a stepping stone that 


entabled him to carry on his fight 
against the enemies of freedom 

He has formed his own world- 
wide web of persons who supply 
him with information, but who are 
afraid to expose themselves. 

Operates Store 

Between his present life of speak- 
ing and writing on the nature of 
our enemies, he runs a_ small 
country store in Connecticut. 

Philbrick alos is a member of 
the National Board of Advisors for 
Young Americans for Freedom and 
is a Trustee for the American In- 
stitute. 

He is being sponsored by the 
Young Republicans.

Selective Service 
Unit Load Drops 


For the first time this semester the college has initiated a 
policy of 12 units as a full time course of study in accordance 
with the Selective Service System. This is a 20 per cent reduc- 


tion from the previous 15 unit 
minimum. 

One thousand, three hundred se 
lective service forms were proces 
sed under the new policy the first 
week of registration according to 
Dean Landis, Registrar. 


Not Unique 

SSC will not be unique in the 
reduction to 12 units. Landis stated 
the new policy will be “more in 
line with other schools.” He noted 
that University of California at 
Davis, University of Kansas, and 
San Fernando Valley State have 
had a similar program for some 
time. 

Landis added, however, that sub 
mission of the 109 Form for un 
dergraduates and the 103 Form for 
graduate students does not consti- 
tute a request for deferment. 


Forms Certify 

The forms certify only that the 
“student is satisfactorily pursuing a 
full-time course of instruction 
under the rules of this institution.” 
The forms may also be submitted 
by part-time students as certifica- 
tion to the draft board. 

Selective Service forms are to 
be submitted to the local board 
where the student is registered not 
later than 30 days after the begin- 
ning of classes. These forms are 
current for one yéar, and the col- 
lege will notify the proper board of 
any changes in unit total. 


Forms 109 and 103 are avail- 
able at the Office of the Registrar, 
Service Center. Mrs. M. F. Sher- 
man, area supervisor and veteran 
coordinator for the campus, will be 
able to provide further information 
and answer any questions.

BOD Dehate 


Bailey Blasts ACSCP

Berkeley's recent trouble with 
student rights led to a heated dis- 
cussion of a resolution condemning 
the action of the University of Cal- 


ifornia administration during 
Wednesday's Board of Directors 
meeting. 


The resolution prepared by Sur- 
rinder Arman said that the BOD, 
on behalf of the students, condemns 
the action of the administration 
of the University. both for its de- 
nial of freedom of speech and as- 
sembly, and for the threat of police 
force and arrest of university stu- 
dents. 

The BOD resolution would also 
commend the State College sys- 
tem and its administration for the 
freedom they allow for political and 
socia! action on college property. 


Demonstrations OK'd 
Further it said the SSC students 
support the student demonstrations 
and their causes led by Jack Ulun- 
berg at Berkeley. 
Pauli Sax, president, questioned 


if the California State College 
Professors Association had al- 
ready issued a resolution of this 
nature. 

Donald Bailey, Dean of Stu- 
dents, interjected that the CSCP 


issued a statement of he executive 
council without the approval of 
any of its members, and further- 
more that it does not represent 
even a majority of the professors 
of the state coileges. 


Arman Hit 

Arman was hit from all sides on 
his proposed resolution, including 
the question of what was the pur- 
pose of the students of SSC acting 
as such. Arman concluded that it 
would help the students of Berk- 
eley with whatever action is pend- 
ing last week's disturbance. 

Carolyn Giannotti, associate jus- 
tice BOJ, retorted that she felt 
most of the board members were 
not qualified to vote on a measure 
of this magnitude when they had 
only been informed by local news- 
papers. 

Ken Olds, vice chairman of the 
Student Union, took the position 
that the board should not defeat 
a motion like this because of the 
position it would place the SSC 
students. Olds also felt that ap- 
proval was not appropriate with 
the present knowledge, and sug- 
gested that the motion on the reso

Clubs Must Amend 
Constitutions Soon 


All recognized school ciubs must 
amend their respective constitu- 
tions by October 16 to include a 
non discrimination clause. Forms 
for these constitutional revisions 
may be picked up now in the 
office of the Associate Dean of 
Student Activities and Housing, 
Administration 272. 

The ASSSC Board of Directors 
approved Statute 430 last spring 
which states that “Recognized stu 
dent organizations and ASSSC 
committees may not discriminate 
in the selection of members on the 
basis of race, religion, creed, or 
national origin; and must so state 
in their respective constitutions.” 

The Board recommended the 
following amendments for adoption 
by clubs: (1) There will be no 
discrimination in the selection of 
members on the basis of race, re- 
ligion, creed, or national origin; or 
(2) Membership will be open re- 
gardless of race, religion, creed, 
or national origin.

It 
was explained that it is necessary 
for it to pass to the new science 
and music buildings soon to be on 
campus can be furnished.

They must comply with the 
membership and officer list re 
quirements and must also have tts 
constitution approved by the Dean 
of Students, the BOJ and the BOD 

The second bill reads that organ- 
izations must have an advisor, and 
that the advisor must be a faculty 
member, librarian, or administra 
tive officer of the college. 

Another bill relating to fund- 
raising activities was referred back 
to the statutes commitee for re- 
working.

The curtain rings down and the 
cast takes its final curtain call, 
acknowledging the audience's ap- 
plause. The play has concluded 
and it is time to prepare for the 
next one. 

A dramatic production may be 
likened to an iceberg because its 
major portion is unseen. This un- 
seen portion is the work that goes 
into costume and set designing, set 
construction and rehearsals and 
special effects. 

All these actions occur simul- 
taneously. At the time the cast is 
rehearsing, the director confers 
with the technical director on the 
behind the scenes activities. 

Each student enrolled in a 
stagecraft or related course must 
put in 50 hours of lab work for 
each unit of credit they take. This 
means a various assortment of 
persons will be attempting to pro- 
duce a set, costumes and act in a 
dramatic production 

How does one organize a crew 
capable of this and capable of 
meeting a deadline? 

Swear, Train 

“You swear at ‘em and then 
you train ‘em,” was Dariell Per- 
sel’s reply. Persels is the stage 
technician and oversees and works 
with the students on the produc- 
tion. His job is to organize the 
students into such a crew and then 
assign work projects to them 

The actual preparation begins 
with the selection of plays to be 
presented 

Costumes are planned and de- 
signed once the play is chosen. Mrs. 
Shirley O'Donnol, assistant profes 
sor of speech, pians the costumes 
after studying the play and the 
characters. She studies the period 
and the mode of dress, then pro- 
duces rough drawings of the cos- 
tumes. 

Make Costumes 

Most of the costumes are made 
in the costume room. However, 
some items such as shoes and wigs 
may have to be borrowed or rented. 
After the play is over, the costumes 
are stored for probable reuse. Mrs. 
O’Donnol is also in charge of 
makeup. 

Each area of production has its 
problems, but most of the problems 
arise in set construction. The crew 
is currently preparing for The 
Country Wife, to be presented in 
late October 

All the props are constructed and 
painted by the students before they 
are positioned on the stage. Some- 
times, according to Persels, a few 
props will have to be modified 
after being placed. 

Director Important 

The director is the important 
force behind the scenes of any dra- 
matic production. He is responsible 
for rehearsals, selection of the 
plays, quality of the performances 
and the total operation. 

“I feel responsible to set forth 
the playwright’s ideas. I feel we 
have the right to take liberty with 
what he has written, even to chang- 
ing the text to make it more under- 
standable. Sometimes I even delete 
whole scenes,” commented Dr. 
Carl A. Thomas, director of The 
Country Wife. 

Students Produce 

All these efforts are produced by 
student: working with little knowl- 
edge of costume design, carpentry 
or painting. As Larry Shumate, 
technical director, put it, “It is 
usually a question of time, money 
and talent. You usually don’t have 
the time, no pinch on the money, 
and we train the talent.” 

Four plays and one puppet show 
are scheduled for this semester be- 
ginning with The Country Wife, 4 
17th century restoration comedy to 
be presented in late October.

Dr. Sam Ross 
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Near Completion

Civil War author and former musician, Dr. Sam Ross, assoc- 
iate professor of U.S. history, last summer received a $1,200 
grant from the SSC Foundation Faculty Research Fund for 


research on Abraham Lincoln 
for two future books. 


For eight years, Dr. Ross has 
been working with Father Vincent 
Tegeder, chairman of the history 
department at St. John’s University 
in Minnesota, on a book called 
Lincoln and the Territories. it is 
expected to be completed in the 
summer of 1965 after his spring 
sabbatical.

Ah, i can see it now, Pat Brown’s face as he thinks of 
Berkeley: Blood in the streets, ravished co-eds, Goldwater ban- 
ners, the Internationale, the rattle of the riot squads carbines, 
lost votes! How horrible! 





This is not to say that the governor's intentions aren't the 
noblest or purest. After all, what could be nobler than votes or 
purer than the power of office? 

It should be brought out and lain before the public that 
the legislature, governor and school officials weren't quite 
thinking properly in regard to student rights. It’s possible that 
we really may be just second class citizens living off the state's 
dole, but we are jealous of what rights are thrown our way. 

The right in question is the right to engage in political 
activity on college and university campuses. Berkeley, being 
what it is, has always been one to make the most use of such 
a right. Here in “Sleepy Hollow” we have never much cared 
whether or not the right existed because we didn’t exercise it. 
But when the right is taken away, after students have been 
allowed to exercise it, then it is perhaps time to get upset 

The students of Berkeley, until Oct. 3 of this year, have 
been allowed to engage in political activity with little restraint. 

Now, because it is a time of intense political tension, and 
some of the bureaucrats of the state are worried about what 
might happen (who knows, the Goldwaterites might even emerge 
victorious, what then?), they pass a law banning what has 
previously been permitted. 

Once a right exists, no man, or group of men, has the 
rightful power to rescind that right, though it once existed as a 
privilege. 

The only way the students of Berkeley, or of any of the 
state campuses should be open to chastisement is that if they, 
to use the Supreme Court's phrase, constitutes a “clear and 
present danger” to the society. Students standing on top of a 
police car with their shoes off and talking to fellow students 
about the issues of the day obviously constitutes no such danger. 

The only danger they could possible constitute is to the 
well being of the “establishment” in this state 

Also, if one such demonstration is allowed to be squelched 
without protest, it will be easier to squelch the next, and the 
one after that, until students may be tethered like oxen on their 
campuses 

We are the people who have the chance to correct the 
mistakes of our elders. If these elders, the “wise men” of the 
state, prevent us from seeking the avenues of truth by banning 
political action on the campus, it may be time for a change, 
and the creation of an establishment that will insure our liberties.
